SOUR-MILK RECIPES. 


A Fine Gingerbread and Cream Cake 


Jtade from Milk That Has Lost 


Its Sweetness. 


Sour milk gingerbread: 
Two-thirds 


cupful sugar, fill up the cup with mo- 
lasses, one cupful sour milk, one-hall 
cupful sour cream, one teaspoonful gin- 
ger, teaspoonful soda, one-half tea- 
spoonful salt, two and a half cupfuls 
Hour. Bake in sheet cake tin. 


Sour Cream Cake.—One egg. one ea- 


cupful sugar, one teacupful sour cream, 
one-half teaspoonful soda, a dash of 
salt, two cupfuls of Hour after sifting, 
raisins U you like them; put the soda 
in the cream and boat until light and 
foamy, add egg. sugar and flour. 


You can make a spice cake by add- 


ing about one teaspconful cinnamon 
one-half teaspoonful cloves, one-halt 
teaspoonful cocoa and a little nutmeg. 


Or, I make raisin drop cakes by add- 


ing one-half cupful of raisins and a 
few drops of vanilla and nlling cup 
cake tins about one-fourth full of the 
batter. 


Filling for Sour Cream Pie.—One 


cupful sour cream, one cupful raisins 
stoned and chopped, one cupful sugar, 
one teaspoonful melted butter, one tea- 
spoonful nutmeg, cloves, cinnamon, 
yolks of two eggs and bake. Frost 
with the whites of eggs. When eggs 
are scarce I use one egg yolk and one 
teaspoonful of flour.—Boston Globe. 


Pie 'Crust. 


Into a pound of flour chop two- 


thirds of a pound of firm, cold butter 
until you have 
a 
coarse 
powder. 


Moisten this with a teacupful of iced 
water and work with a wooden spoon 
to a dough Turn this upon a floured 
pastry-board, and roll out into a sheet. 
Fold up and roll again, then fold once 
more and roll again. This time fold 
and lay in - the ice-box for 
several 


hours, or until needed. Then roll out 
and use for pies. Have all ingredients 
for making the pastry ice cold. 


Deviled Egg: Sandwiches. 


Mash the yolks of hard-boiled eggs 


to a powder and moisten with olive 
oil and a few drops of vinegar. Work 
to a paste, add salt, pepper and French 
mustard to taste, with a drop or two 
of tabasco sauce. 
Now chop 
the 


whites of the eggs as fine as possible, 
or until they are like a coarse powder, 
and mix them with the yolk paste. If 
more seasoning is necessary, add it be- 
fore spreading the mixture upoo sliced 
eraham bread.

The people of Hampton have been

Lite Saving Service, not only giving 
the present site, but also the site of 
the Hampton beach station as long as 
it is used for life saving purposes.

changes. These notices will be.post- 
ed for the purpose of warning people 
\\ho may be in the woods of the dan- 
ger of building fires and leaving them 
unextingtushed or neglected, and will 
contain provisions from the statutes 
relative to the 
subject of 
kindling 


fires. The notices will be printed on 
cloth, and the text will be as follows: 


Danger from setting fires on forest 


and timber land. 
The Revised Stat- 


utes of Maine Provides as Follows:
